1, na doubt, would have been 
duliged to’ discontinue attending 
sehoul -aller. tuisting ’- the eighth 
grade, as my parents could not afford 
the money necessary for a business 
course.at Ferris iustitute or some 
other school. As it was, though, the 
only expense iucurred iwas what mon- 
ey was paid out for books” necessary

- 'Phia brings out one point I wish to 
make: There are many of our young 
people, who, after finishing the eighth 
grade, would like te take wpa com- 
mercial course but cannot secure the 
funds ‘necessary: to pay their way. 
through school. As .a~ consequence, 
they drop school, some with .the in- 
tention of saving money. to take up 
such. a course ‘at a. later date, But 
Oue can:realize that many Steen ee 
surround such an undertaking, 
that of the many who start. out. ‘with 
thia intention, few realize their hopes, 

Another advantage toa. commercial 
course, a point that was brought out, 
at.the meeting, is the fact that such a 
course will stiniulate interest enough 
to hold: more young people in the high 
school, for.it is a course that, once 
started, curries interest enough in its. 
work to hold the attention of the av- 
erage boy or girl. 

As to cost. for the maintenance: of 
auch, a course, Y’am- not prepared to 
quote figures, but will say that in the 
achool-referred.to above, this course 
has been in operation for a number of 
years and its efficiency is ‘continually 
being increased. This being the case, 
the uchoot board.and’ taxpayers must 
feel that the results. justify ‘the out: 
lay: necessary to maintain such .a 

courae. 

There is a large advantage that a 
commercial course -in public schools 
holds over business colleges, and that 
isin the length ‘of. time required . to 
finish the. course. A high. school 
course of this kind -would allow at 
least four years of study. The aver- 
age business college, as a matter ‘of 
economy to the student, ‘haga mich 
shorter. course. -To the average stu- 
dent, finishing. the eighth grade in 
about his fifteenth year, a four ‘year 
course is not too long. It gives him 
the opportunity for. morc detailed 
study, which in turn gives hima’ bet- 
ter start on his business career. And 
any business man will tell us that the 
age of nineteen.or tweuty is young 
enough for one starting out to make 
his way in the world, : 

And last but not least, every stu- 
dent graduating from this course will 
be a booster for Grayling for he will 
be:prond of the town that gave him 
his start-in Hfe. These graduates 
will become scattered throughout our 
United. States and, always proud of 
their. Grayling high school, will al- 
ways speak well of it and Grayling 
will be puton the map more than ever 
before.
